The recent terrible catastrope in Santi- , 


ago recalls vividly to myraiaa one of the 
moat' extraordinary adventures of my , 
chequered life. Five-and-twenty years, I 
was captain of the fforthen Light, a large 
schooner trading between Hull and St. 
Petersburg. A long acquaintance with the 
vicissitudes of the Russian climate hat 
made me 'Somewhat reckless. The conse- 
quence was, that on. the 30 of October, ] 
found myself tight locked in the ice. 
I 


had stayed a week too long in my eager- 
ness to take a full cargo of timber, and ;1 
was justly punished tor my temerity; a 
prisoner till the middle or end of April, 
far away from my friends, and doing 
what a "livery-atttblo keeper would call, 
"eating my own head off." 


Being, however, of a^nnguine tempera- 


ment, and having no wifo at home to bo 
anxious about, I resolved to make the best 
of it, and enjoy myself as well as I could. 
I saw all the sights in St. Petersburg, 
trom 'Peter tho Great's wooden house down 
to tho mammoth. 
I visited Moscow. I 


wont boar hunting. I drovo about in sled- 
ges. ' I fell in love and fell out again. 
nor did I neglect business. 
I frequently 


attended the Exohnnge, and made myself 
known tp tho chief tallow, hemp and tim- 
ber merchants. I studied Russian com- 
merce. 1 arranged for cargoes for two 
years to come. 
The Anglo-Russians are 


very hospitable, and, thanks to the kind- 
ness of Mr. Anderson, tho English banker, 
my hotel exponscH worn very small. My 
fur coats were my chief expense ; they 
cost mo a large sum then ; but I reckoned 
that thoy would last mo my life, and so 
they have — at least, I wcur t'lom to this 
day. 


Nevertheless, I pined for tha hour of 


liberty. An idle lifo did not suit a man of 
my temperament — one who hnd been at 
sea over sinco ho was twelve years old. 
Like all sailors, I was always grumbling 
against tho sen, and yet I was never hap- 
py away from it. At last tho order of my 
release camo. Tho ico on the Nova, oppo- 
site the custom house especially, began to 
melt into thin bars an inch'or HO wide. It 
became dangerous to venture on it, except 
whore it was piled with snow. Tho ice- 
slabs on the quay began to break, when I 
pushed, thorn with my 'Otick, into glassy 
Fragments. Hero and there " some spaces 
began to open, and dirty brown snow wa- 
ter, pooled on tho surface. There had 
been several warm days, but now rain and 
wind came, and they soon molted tho walls 
of my crystal prison. Sledges still ventur- 
ed on tho Neva, though the water rose up 
to tho horses' knees. 


One morning, when I looked out of my 


window on tho ground floor at Miss Ben- 
son's, on the English quay, the water had 
all gone from tho surface of the ice ; that 
was tho well known sign that the ico had 
become too porous and sponjty to hold 
water,: and in . a few hours would break 
awny from' the banks and begin to float 
seaward. 


I had just sut down to breakfast, when 


a thunder-peal of cannon broke from tho 
fortress. 
II What is that, Miss Benson?" J said 


to our hostess at the head of the table. 
" That," she replied, " is tho signal that 


the commander of tho citadel, with his 
officers, is crossing tho river, to present 
tho emperor at tho winter palaco with a 
goblet of Fpvn water in token of tho re- 
turn of spring. 
The emperor will givo 


him tho cup back filled with ducats." 


••Hurrah!" I cried; then hey for old 


England \" . 


It took mo spnio days to gut the ship 
off, 


for it was tedious going backwards ami 
forwards to Constadt. It was tho buttor 
week time; that seven days' feast which 
precedes Lent, and is followed by the re- 
joicing of Easter, 
In tho intervals of 


business, as I went to and fro to my agent's, 
I amusod myself with observing tho rev- 
elry of this great Russian festival. 


There wcro thousands of peasants do 


vouring nlinni (pancakes,) and caviare, 
honey cakes and nuta. There wore swings, 
see-saws nnd round-abouts. 
The great 


square of the admiralty was the chief 
scono of tho amusements. 
Close to tho 


winter palaco, tho war office, and tho sen- 
ate-house, thoro woro scores of temporary 
theatres, nnd long lines of ico mountains, 
down which tho sledges kept rushing in- 
cessantly, amid tho snouts and laughter of 
the good-natured but wild-looking peas- 
ants. At the doors of tho theatres stood 
tho 'tea-sellers, with hugo brazen scmo- 
vars smoking in tho centroof their tables, 
and surrounded by countless teapots. Tho 
(shop-keepers themselves, in fur caps and 
gloves, stood by their stalls, stamping and 
claoping their hands, and shouting: — 
•' Cfonttomen, will you please tnko a warm 
cup of tea, with lemon or cream? .How 
will you take your sugar?" (for -a true 
Russian keeps his rugnr in his mouth, and 
docs not put it into ins teacup.) Tho nd- 
miralitysfjuarewas strewn with nut-shells; 
here and tnere was a drunken bear of a 
peasant, a mero reeling bundle of greasy 
sheepskin, jostled against mo, and than, 
with a simple-hearted politeness of his 
race, took on his hat nnd hiccuped out : 
"pardon me, my little father, but remem- 
ber it is biiltor week."

One day I sallied out into tho great 


square about noon to seo tho gandees of 
tho capital drive through tho fair, and I 
noror saw such a sight. Tho lino -was 
guarded by mounted gendarmes;- dressed 
Pike lancers, nnd wearing light Una uni- 
forms with brown epaulettes. There wore 
Chinese, Turks, Tartars. Germans,' En- 
glishmon, Russian princes, priests, sol- 
diers, bearded merchants and their 'portly 
wives, Circassian oflicera, colonels of tho 
bodyguards in Hioir eagle-crowned 'hel. 
mcts, and sorfrf, in a long procession of 
carriages, which, beginning nt -the rock 
on which Peter tho Great's statue stands, 
reached to tho base of tho groat granite 
column of Alexander, facing the enormous 
pile of tho Winter Palace, 
> 


Tired at last of tho procession, I turned 


aside to one of the largest of tho wooden 
theaters. A clash ot music from within 
announced tho commencement of n now 
performance ; joining tho torrent of peo- 
ple, old and young, rich aud poor, who 
were jostling for admittance, I nt last 
mado my way to the nay-place, whore a 
mob of clamorous inouiiks wcro thrusting 
out their hands with the admittance mont 
oy, in childish impatience. I drew* back 
to make way for a re •" pec table old "grey- 
beardfjd merchant and his pretty daughter, 
who, 
mulTled up in a cloak trimmed \with 


the fur of tho silver fox, clung to hia-nrm, 
and shrank bank from tho rough 'gostumla- 
ting crowd. I thought I had never scon 
so charming a girl, so tender in manner, 
so gontlo and spring-like in beauty. Tho 
merchant and his (laughter bowed and 
thanked me in broken English for my po- 
liteness, paid their money, and passed in. 
I followed rapidly, but _ u crowd of peas- 
ants thrust themselves in bcforo ma', so 
that when I took my seat, I could obtain 
no glimpse of tho merchant or his pretty, 
daughter. 


Tho wooden theatre of the Kntaheli was 


an enormous building, built/ as a peasant 
uoxt mo said, to hold five thousand per- 
sons. It had large galleries/ balconies, 
and Corinthian pillars, huug with cheap 
drapery, and gay with red and blue paint. 
A vast chandelier lighted up tho tent-like 
interior. 
The theatre was 
x already -full 


when I entered, so that I ImdVto content 
myself with a back scat in an upper box, 
not far from tho head of one of the stair- 
cases, as I soon found by tho keen-edged 
iced draught. I amused myself while the 


overture wag play Ing,! \flth tho motley - 
view before me, The Tartar, fuces, only 
partially reclaimed from< barbarism, were - 
worth studying) now tlmt\tHe/ beamed > 
with fun. The littlo oblique eyes glistened . 
with enjoyment, the great bearded tangled 
heads rolling about in ccstaoy. Here and ' 
there tho eye fell on a Polish or Circassian 
face, with "large fine eyes, and almost a 
Qreek contour. Every now and then, a 
group of grave"portly.* merchants in furred 
jaftans'nnd boots, mingled with the serfs, 
but'With nu obtrusive reserve that showed 
thoy did so under protest.- Their children, 
also pressed: in caftans, and boots, were ex-, 
actly like themselves all but the beards.' 
Nor was there nny lack of women of the 
lower orders j rough, honest, Irish looking 
women, few of them in bonnets, moat^ of 
them'with theirhends bound round with 
colored handkerchiefs. 


I did not listen much to the music ; it 


was that brazen, mechanical sort of music, 
without color or life, that no one listens to. 
By-and-by, it ended with a jolting crash. 
There was "..moment's pause, nnd the cur- 
tain drew up." A deep hush passed'over 
the troubled waves of tho pit. The chil- 
dren clutched their fathers' hands, tho sol- 
diers ceased their practical jokes, tho coun- 
try-women paused in their gossip, tho 
boys stopped eating, nnd every eye turned 
to the stage. 


An honest old woman just before me—a 


house-keeper as I judged by hor dress— 
amused me especially by her child-like 
eagerness. She put on hor spootticlcs and 
leaned forward with both hands on her 
knees, to drink in every word. Tho play 
waa a littlo operetta, half "French, naff 
Italian. I think thoy called it, " Hose and 
Lubin." It was a gay, trifling thing. Tho 
hero and heroin wore villagers, nnd nn old 
cross father, nml a malicious fool, were tho 
constant interrupters of their stolen meet- 
ings, lloso was dressed in a littlo tucked 
up gown of white silk stripped with pink, 
and woro a gipsy lint; Lubin wore a non- 
descript sort of blue silk coat and Happed 
waistcoat, while tlio Zany tumbled into a 
thousand scrapes in a sort of miller's dress 
all white, and a blue broad-brimmed hut. 
There was a good deal of hiding nnd 
searching about with soldiers, until tho 
true lover enlists, nnd finally returns u 
general, to marry Hose. It was a ilimsy, 
pretty bit of noiibciibc, mixed up with 
dances and songs, and now and then a 
chorus ; nnd it was allovorin half an hour. 


Silly as it was, it pleased tho audience, 


who shoughtcd, laughed, nnd encored 
everything. A display of firework-* was 
to follow, and then n snort farce.' Between 
the acts, I tried tho little Russian I know, 
and asked tho old woman, who had turned 
around and offered me sonic honey-cukes, 
"How she liked it?" 


"My littlo father," she said, quite seri- 


ously, "it is tho mo^t wonderful thing I 
have ever boheld since I saw the accursed 
French act at Moscow, in Napoleon's 
time." 
' Suddenty nil the clutter and laughter 
died away. The curtain, hud not men, 
but a faint crimson light was shining be- 
hind it. It'wns the commcncemout of tho 
pyrotechnic display, and I was curious to 
seo what tho Russians could do in these 
mutters' Tho first scene was to bo the il- 
lumination of tho Kremlin, at the corona- 
tion of tho Emperor Alexander the first. 
Probably that was tho preparation, for, 
though 
the rod light 
widened 
and 


glowed, the curtain, .strangely enough, did 
not rise. Tho people stamped and shou- 
ted. All at once the bnjo/.zo (the clown') 
in his white tires-,, run forward, pale UH 
death, his eves staring, his hands tossing 
about like those of a m minimi. 
"Wo nro 


on fire!" ho shouted. "Sau1 yourselves, 
you who can." 
. "Bravo, Ferrari!" crioil tho pc.isunta, 
with roars of laughter. "Ktccllont ! Viva 
Ferrari! Bravo, Ferrari! " 


The clown fled from tho stage, KH it seem- 


ed, in tvn agony of feigned fear. 
Tho 


laughter redoubled. A man in evening 
dress rushed forward, whispeiotl to the or- 
chestra, and waved his hand to home men 
who were not visible to tho audience. The 
curtain roso swiftly at that ominous signal, 
and disclosed, to my horror, a rolling inasi 
of firo and crimsoned smoke. Already 
tho flics had caught lipe ittid wore hanging 
in'blazing streamers. 
Fire rose from be- 


low, firo gleamed from above, firo darted 
its quick tougttes from cither side. The 
theatre was on fire. The bnjo/.zo hnd not 
been feigning, but was terribly in earnest.
